Thus far on the journey Japan has committed atrocities 
of a magnitude and quality unknown to civilized man. In 10 years, 
not counting deaths from 3 t novation and disease, 4,700,000 humans 
have perished. Hundreds of thousands of women have been rpaed, 
over 20,000 in the sackin on Nanking, One young Chines© mother 
was torn from her baby and assaulted by 17 Japanese soldiers on 
the campus of an American missionary college. Another, after 
being for||pd to wash soldiers* clothes in the day was ,*^ped over 
40 times in the night.

Certain railroads "elimiate" the dangers to Japan*® communications 
with Asia from American and Russian submarines based on Siberia and 
from the U.S. fleet based on the Philippines, Other railroad® provide 
the means for Japan’s attack upon Russia, to be launched from specifies 
Manchurian towns. Manchuria is conceived as Japan’s Belgium. 

But Tanaka’s greatest fear is of a unified China, To 
prevent this he detailed a program of duplicity, bribery, murder, 
rape and starvation. This was his scheme for keeping the Chinese 
people divided. 



The tragic flaw in Tanaka’s grandiose plan is the failure 
of his weapohs against the Chinese people and outside powers . Under 
the pressure of Japan’s incredible and ambitions China is fusing a 
new unity, a unity unknown in her history.
